The above inventions lack unity under PCT Rule 13, tince, for example, the Croup IV method comprise! slept not 
encompassed by any of the other groups such ss the application of the voltage between the electrodes. The Croup III 
method is also distinct from all of the other groups since the same comprises immersing the structure in a liquid 
polymer, which step is not used in any of the other groups. The Group I cell is distinct from the Group V cell because 
the latter includes a perfluorooctanesulfonic acid which the Group I cell does not include. The electrode as recited in 
Group II could be used in an environment other man a fuel cell, thus making it different than the fuel eell claims. 
Finally, the method of Group VI contain* language distinguishing the subject matter from the other groups.
